I reported at Hoboken the last of 
May, 1917, on my way overseas. An, 
eagle-eyed General who had known 
my father in service took me into his 
office and spent half an hour telling 
me of the huge job to be done at 
Hoboken and convincing me that I 
should stay with him and help on that 


| is about time that the story of the 








job. Then he wired Washington for 
my assignment there, and told me to 
go out and fiddle around until orders 
came, simply reporting to him every 
morning. 

On the way out I ran across a single 
file of open top pigeon holes with 
‘letters in the boxes. Both because I 
had lived with a Supt. of Mails and 
because I was a stamp collector, I was 
hit amidships. I stopped and looked 
over the letters. They were addressed 
to army officers by name and rank, 
and to such persons as “Mr. John 
Edwards, Army Piers, Hoboken—by 
persons who had not gotten used to 
calling a son or sweetheart Lieutenant 
or Captain yet. I asked an officer 
about these letters. He said they were 
delivered by the Hoboken postoffice 
and were presumably for personnel 
| going abroad, but nobody had time to 
| hunt them up, so the letters were put 
there in hopes that officers reporting 
for transportation would see them and 
find their own mail. 

A prowl around the piers disclosed 
an astonishing state of affairs. Every 
staff office had a lot of mail addressed 
to persons in its care—‘Mr. Fred 
Blank, c/o Chief of Engineers, Ho- 
boken,” and things of that sort. In 
one office 30 registered letters and 


| packages were found dumped on a 











table. Others had two or three sacks 
of untouched mail. Don’t blame any- 
one. The Port was in a wild formative 
state and no-man had time for his 
necessary duties, much less to tackle a 
job of sorting out sacks of mail and 
trying to find owners. 

Every office was inspected and the 
next morning I went to Col. Watt, the 
Adjutant, told him of the state of 
affairs and proposed to take charge 
of that mail while awaiting assign- 
ment to regular duty. He readily con- 
sented, gave me a room and had 
orderlies go with me to collect all 
the sacks and loose mail and bring 
it there. At the Hoboken postoffice 
we got a set of pigeonholes, and the 
job was begun. Col. Watt gave me 
lists of officers and the few organ- 
izations that had sailed, and there- 
after gave them to me in advance, so 
we knew what officers and organ- 
izations to expect. The work of sort- 
ing that mail was begun. 

The next day the Hoboken post- 
master turned over to me two or three 
thousand more letters, and a lot more 
which his men had been wandering 
about the piers trying to deliver!

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We took over all mail for delivery 
to the Piers, and it grew to 20,000 a 
day. We took over the handling of 
all transport mail and cruiser mail. 
That we held and delivered on board 
half an hour after a vessel docked 
from overseas. We three times ship- 
ped 50,000 sacks of mail at a time, 
and that little office of mine grew 
until it occupied two three-story and 
basement buildings (former saloons) 
on River St., and we had 21 officers, 
99 soldiers and a mess of civilians 
working 15 hours a day to keep up 
with it. 

As organizations increased en route 
the boys were forbidden to write home, 
but the Hoboken officials would trap 
and bring me large quantities of 
smuggled mail. There was no reason 
why men going to possibly die for 
their country should not send a last 
word home. I took the matter up with 
Col. Watt and proposed a censorship. 
He agreed with me. Posters were then 
placed on all vessels, telling the men 
they could write home fully and free- 
ly, if they would refrain from giving 
certain information and leave their 
letters open for inspection. 

Mailbags were hung on the vessels 
and collected just before sailing. 
Thousands of letters came to our 
office to be read for information of 
value to the enemy. We got a force 
of women censors, wives of officers 
and men who had gone overseas. and

another huge job was under way. 
Some of you fellows would not have 
written what you did, had you known 
that a woman was going to read that 
letter! 

Phil Ward said in Mekeel’s of June 
22, 1931, that in going over a collec- 
tion of covers he struck one with an 
odd cancellation. It consisted of a 
spread eagle and stars, with the read- 
ing, “MILITARY POSTOFFICE. 
SOLDIERS MAIL.” I was surprised, 
Phil. That was the cancellation of my 
office, and it was actually put on mil- 
lions of pieces of mail. 

It was amusing as well as pathctic 
to read in many letters, “I can’t tell 
you where I am, but you can look at 
the postmark.” That postmark was 
gotten up to give no information. 
Even Pershing didn’t know where it 
was. A letter from his office finally 
reached me saying it was an un- 
authorized cancellation and should be 
dropped at once. It was great joy to 
write back that it was out of his juris- 
diction and therefore none of his durn 
business! 

We got up the Red Cross cards with 
the reading, “The ship on which I 
sailed has arrived safely overseas,” 
and those were given out in actual 
millions to the departing troops, with 
explanation as to their use. Those 
were cancelled at once with that post- 
mark, sorted by states and cities, and 
were mailed within ten minutes of the 
time we received a cable of the ar- 
rival of the transport, so you fellows 
were saved a couple of weeks’ time 
in advising your families that you had 
safely crossed the big pond. 

The Xmas Package mail is almost 
too terrible to dwell on, but it must 
be told. The country was advised. 
Mail poured into our hands—and it 
teok hundreds of soldiers from Camp 
Merritt to straighten it out for ship- 
ment. In spite of all instructions 
people would send baked chickens, 
fresh fruit, bottles of liquor stuck in 


loaves of bread, and a hideous lot of | 


flimsy packages that were wrecked 
even before reaching us. A “hospital” 
was established for repacking in wood- 
en boxes, and all mail was shipped in 
plenty of time to be distributed by 
Christmas. 

Some of it was. Some of it was 
found in Germany in a warehouse a 
year after the war was over, still in 
the big packing cases we used. The 
officer who found it just before 
Christmas told me he lined up his men 
and gave them each a present from 
that lot, grab-bag style. 

There was bitter and justified com- 
plaint. The second and third Christ- 
mas we made a card index, numbered 
every package and had a record of 
exactly how and when it was shipped, 
so as to keep our own skirts clear of 
the ensuing mess. 

I shall not attempt to tell what was 
wrong over on the other side. Enough 
to say that after the war was over 
and most of the troops back, there 
were FIVE MILLION undelivered 
pieces of mail returned to us to be 
handled and returned to sender.

“We have no portrait of William 
Penn while alive. Silvanus Broan, a 
chemist of eminence in London, who 
when young had known him well, 
took great pains to form a bust of 
him some time after his decease, in 
which he was assisted by the recol- 
lections of others familiarly acquaint- 
zd with him, and, having made three 
copies of it, he sent one of them to 
James Logan of Philadelphia. The 
engraving affixed to Prond’s “History 
of Pennsylvania” (an American pub- 
lication) is taken from this bust and 
enables us to have a tolerably accu- 
rate idea of his person. The face is 
not an unusual one. There is in the 
countenance throughout a great sweet- 
ness and a general look of benevolent 
feelings. 

“I may observe here that a statue 
of him was erected at the seat of the 
late Lord de Despencer near High 
Wycomb. On the alienation of the 
estate the pedestal was suffered to 
decay. The statue, then valued only 
as old lead, was bought by a neigh- 
boring plumber, from whom, one of 
the proprietor’s grandsons procuring 
it presented it to the Pennsylvania 
Hospital in Philadelphia. 

“When this statue of William Penn 














was removed to Philadelphia the

citizens received it with great joy. 
They restored the pedestal and at the 
expense of many hundred pounds put 
it up and enclosed it with a proper 
railing on the south side of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, where it now stands 
as a monument of their gratitude and 
emblematical of that of the whole 
province.”

South Atlantic Air Line 


The long-expected trans-Atlantic 
air service for mail and passengers 
is now announced for next spring. 
It is to be established by the German 
air line, Lufthansa, and will cross the 
South Atlantic between Europe and 
South America. 

It is to be more practical in its 
operation than some of the proposed 
schemes. Instead of fancy anchored 
airdromes dotting the Atlantic to act 
as service stations and emergency 
landing fields, there will be a mother 
steamship stationed in mid-ocean to 
refuel and repair seaplanes and air- 
ships. The planes will be shot away 
from the ship by catapults, as they 
are from the Bremen and Europa. 
Dirigibles will tie up to a special 
mooring on the ship. 

The ship will supply metearological 
information and will be equipped with 
a radio beacon to direct planes in 
flight. Instead of landing on the deck 
of the carrier the planes will come 
to the sea surface on a great canvas 
apron which will be hauled through 
the water. They will then be lifted 
by cranes. 

Interest in the plans should not 
obscure the fact that the Graf Zep- 
pelin has recently completed its 
thirty-second ocean flight. It is ex- 
pected to continue this regular travel 
back and forth between Europe and 
South America. A sister dirigible 
may institute a similar service to 
North America. If the whole serv- 
ice is established as planned, it will 
be fulfillment of something talked of 
since the first ocean flight.—New Kin- 
sington Dispatch.

What does “Imperf.” mean? 


England, the U. S. and other countries is- 
sued their first stamps imperforate or unper- 
forated because the machine for punching the 
little holes around them had not yet been 
invented. The stamps had to be cut apart, 
and vast numbers of them were ruined by care- 
less cutting into the design. 

Our 1847 and 1851 stamps were so issued, 
and in 1857 the 1851 stamps were first issued 
perforated. Some of our stamps have since been 
issued imperforate, to be cut up and used in 
mailing machines. A few countries issue en- 
tire sets both perf. and imperf. simply to make 
varieties to sell to stamp collectors and in- 
crease the postal revenue. 

A part perf. stamp is one with perforations 
either at top and bottom or at the sides, like 
our coil stamps. The Civil War revenues were 
first issued unperforated. then perf. at sides 
only and then fully perforated. 


What is “Centering”? 


Look at a picture on your wall. It is right 
in the center of the frame. If it is matted, 
there is an equal white margin on all sides. 
You would not have it on the wall if the 
picture was up in one corner. 

For perfect centering there must be eanal 
white margins on all four sides of the design, 
with the perforations not cutting into any 
part of it. The nearer vou get to that con- 
dition the more valuable the stamp, high 
priced or low. 

An imperf. stamp to be perfect must have 
an equal white margin on all four sides, altho 
such stamps showing part of another stamp, 
or a corner stamp or one from top or bottom 
row with one large white margin, are in 
much demand. One with the design cut into 
in the least, or a perforated stamp with a 
perf. missing or with trimmed perforations, 
or a “skinned” stamp, sells at much below 
a perfect copy. 


What is “Original Gum”? 


The “stickum” that was put on the stamp 
by the manufacturer. Collectors of mint U. S 
want just as much of the original gum 
on stamps as possible, so great care should 
he used in hineing them very lichtlv, so as to 
destroy as little as possible of the original 
gum. 

Our earlier issues are much prized unused 
if with even a part of the original gum. 
Some such stamps have been chemically cleaned 
and regummed, but an expert can always de- 
tect this. In fact. some of our “reissues” 
can best be detected by the gum, which was 
not that of the originals.

Old Man Depression 





We had wondered what made Dan- 
iel Webster look so sour, the stamp 
is certainly not a work of art, the 
face spoils any beauty that may lurk 
in the frame and border design and 
it has remained for Mrs. P. D. Nor- 
ris of Lynchburg, Va., to call our at- 
tention to the fact that the stamp 
bears a picture of “Old Man Depres- 
sion”. That then accounts for the 
sour look on Mr. Webster’s face and 
we wonder if the engraver may have 
been trying to do his bit in spread- 
ing “depression” with this stamp. 

Turn a stamp upside down, put a 
hole about the size of the end of a 
lead pencil in a piece of paper and 
place it over the stamp with the lower 
part of the hole just at the tip of 
Mr. Webster’s nose. You will plain- 
ly see the “jinx” that has been very 
deftly put on this Webster stamp.
